THE BILLY BOYS’ WORKSHOP. 
Making A Toy “Waggon. 


To muke this jolly toy, you 
will require some pieces of. wood 
three-eighths-inch thick for the 
bottom and ends; some half-inch 
dowel rods for the side rails; 


This toy waggon is really 
strong, and fit for small 
’ brother to use; Carpenter 
tells you how to make it: 


and two strips of quarter-inch 
wood for the parts A.A. One or 
two other odd pieces of wood and 
four wheels will also be needed. 

Cut the bottom part of the 
waggon to the sizes given in dia- 
gram B, and plane this on both 
sides and edges. ‘Shape the two 
ends .as shown in diagram C, 
after marking out the curved 
tops with a pair, of compasses 
set to-a radius of ten and a half 
inches. Make the holes’ for the 
side rails with a half-inch bit, 


between. the holes and:the slop- 
ing sides of the wood. The two 
side strips A.A., are two inches 
wide and thirteen inches long. 


‘Cut the dowel rods to a length 


of thirtecn inches, and glue the 
tips in the holes in the end 
pieces;: then nail on the side 
strips, as shown in the first dia- 
gram. — Next, fix the floor - in 
place by screwing it to the ends 
from underneath. ; 
. For the bearing-plate D, which 
carries the front axle, obtain a 
piece of half-inch wood, and mark 
It out to the shape and dimen- 
sions given in the diagram. Saw 


it to shape with a pad-saw, and | 


cut out the slot E with a tenon 
saw and chisel. The front axle, 
nine and a half inches long, is a 
piece of wood one inch square 
fixed to the underside of the 
hearing-plate by four counter- 
sunk screws. The back axle, 
which is also. nine and a half 
inches long; is cut from a batten 
one inch’thick by one-and-a-half- 
inches wide, and is’ screwed to
